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President’s Report 



On Saturday 21 June the 
Committee organized an 
Information Afternoon for the 
Members of Neerlandia to 
explain the Committee’s 
proposal to guarantee 
Neerlandia’s future. Interest was 
overwhelming with around 113 members 
attending. This presentation consisted of a 
Power Point slide show, underpinning the 
Committee’s proposal to sell the current 
clubhouse, to invest its capital and to start 
renting space at the Morley Windmills to use as 
our clubhouse. 

Summarizing the presentation, the way forward 
for Dutch Club Neerlandia would be to establish: 

The Windmill Working Group and 
The Trust Fund Working Group 

Their respective tasks to be: 

The Windmills Working Group 

Commence detailed negotiations with the 

Windmills 

Appoint legal advice 

Conclude a rental agreement 

Identify required improvements to the 

Windmills clubhouse 

Plan the relocation 

Produce cost estimates and schedules for 
the above 

Confirm and execute the plan 

The Trust Fund Working Group 

Appoint an agent to market the Neerlandia 
site 

Interview investment funds and advisers 

Establish tax and legal implications 

Set up a tax effective, acceptable interest 

return, secure Trust Fund 

Conclude the sale of the Neerlandia site 

Invest excess funds 

Negotiate and finalise alternative 

arrangements with DACWA 

Redraft the Neerlandia Constitution 

After the presentation and Q&A sessions, the 
Committee asked the present members to give an 
indication of their support. What the Members 
were asked to support was for the Committee to 
do whatever is required to: 


Negotiate a satisfactory rental agreement 
with the Windmills 

Complete a legally binding contract with the 
Windmills 

Appoint an agent to market the Neerlandia 
Clubhouse 

Complete the sale of the club house 
Negotiate alternative arrangements with 
DACWA 

Complete a legally binding contract with 
DACWA 

Complete improvements to the benefit of 
Neerlandia members at the Windmills 
Relocate selected items to the Windmills 
Redraft the Neerlandia Constitution 
If the above fails, develop alternative 
arrangements 

Keep Neerlandia members informed 

In order to guarantee a financially healthy 
Dutch Club WA. 

The support that the Committee was seeking to 
get from Membership was given, which means 
that the Committee can now start working on the 
above. 

From the floor, alternative sites to the Morley 
Windmills were suggested and we would very 
much like the Members to get involved in this. 

If you know of a bowling club, any sports club or 
alternative building that the Club could rent as its 
club house and also to upgrade to preserve the 
Dutchness of our present location in an alternative 
location, please let the committee know. 

The Committee believes that the best option for 
our relocation is the Windmills. However if you 
believe that there is a better option somewhere 
else then please consider it your duty to inform 
the Committee. We can only consider other 
options if they are brought to us. 

Also, if you have any qualities, expertise or 
experience that could be used to work on the long 
list of tasks ahead of the Committee, we would 
warmly welcome you into one of the working 
groups. 

Please don’t hold back, this club is our club and 
believe me, it is very exciting to work hands on 
for the future of Neerlandia.

At the time of printing this the Dutch had just 
beaten Mexico and are in the quarterfinals. 

As all the world cup matches are broadcast after 
midnight, it will be a long month with little sleep 
and many hours spend watching re-plays. 
Neerlandia and its Future. 

Two important events were held in June. A Coffee 
Morning at the Windmills and an information 
meeting at Neerlandia. 

But before reporting on those meetings, there are a 
few facts that have to be laid to rest or made known 
to all: 

1. Our Liquor Licence is tied to the clubhouse and 
cannot be taken with us, so when we move we need 
to move into Licenced premises to enjoy a drink. 

2. Neerlandia definitely holds the title of the land in 
Cambridge Street. 

3. All the Debentures that were sold to our members 
in 1972 were fully paid out in the early 1980's and 
all interest due, was paid annually. A few members 
did donate the proceed of their Debentures. 

Coffee Morning: 

About 100 members inspected the Morley- 
Windmills premises and the general consensus was: 
"Although it ticked most of the boxes, a lot of effort 
and money will have to go into it to make it 
presentable and suitable for our sub-organisations 
and our members in general. Are we willing to 
spend that much without return? But, what are the 
alternatives? 

Information Meeting: 

At the Information Meeting the Neerlandia 
Committee got the go-ahead to take their Windmills 
proposal to its next stage: 

Set up 2 sub-committees to investigate, negotiate 
and work-out details, provide accurate financial 
costs and report back to the Committee and most 
importantly, to the Neerlandia members. 

No doubt an extensive update on the progress will 
be given at the upcoming AGM in September and 
that is the right forum to ask more question, or 
submit motions on the issue, which to be binding on 
the club, must be received in writing by the 
committee at least 28 days before the AGM.

2014 AGM: That Clause 21 (WINDING UP) of the 
constitution will be changed as follows: 

Delete the following words: 

21. In the event of winding up, the assets of the “Dutch 
Society Neerlandia” will be remitted to such an 
institution or organisation referred to in the Income Tax 
Assessment Act 1937-1971, as amended. 

And replace them with the following: 

21. The Club may be dissolved or wound up by an order 
of the Supreme Court or by a resolution passed at a 
Special General Meeting by three fourth’s majority of the 
Members present at that meeting and eligible to vote. 

Any remaining funds and property after satisfaction of 
debts and liabilities shall not be paid to or distributed 
amongst the Members or previous members of the Club, 
but shall be given or transferred to: 

(a) One or more Incorporated Clubs or Organisations 
having objectives similar to those of the “Dutch Society 
Neerlandia”; or 

(b) One or more Charitable Organisations 

This gift or transfer is to be determined by a resolution of 
the members when authorising the Committee to prepare 
a distribution plan of the surplus property of the club in 
the manner provided under section 33 of the Association 
Incorporation Act and a certified copy of the resolution 
shall be sent or delivered to the Commissioner, 
Department of Consumer Protection.

Met het nu koudere weer, kozen wij Nederlandse 
champignon soep voor het juli/augustus rammer 
van het Neerlandia tijdschrift. 

Ouderwetse Champignonsoep/Old fashioned 
mushroom soup 

For the benefit of the non-Dutch readers, this 
recipe is in the English language. 

Ingredients: 

500 grams of mushrooms 
250 gram chicken broth 
Vi cup of diced onion 
1/3 cup of sliced celery 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 tablespoons butter 

4 parsley sprigs, stems and leaves separated 
a pinch of freshly chopped thyme 
2 cloves 
1 bay leaf 

Vi cup of thick cream 

Wash and slice the mushrooms, keeping one 
mushroom whole. Melt the butter in a pan, and 
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Eventjes bijpraten met Lianna & Inge 


slowly sweat the 
onions and the celery 
in the fat, until the 
vegetables are soft. 

Add the mushrooms 
and the thyme, stir 
several times while 
they slowly release 
their juices and gain 
flavor. When the 
mushrooms are soft, 
remove about half a 
cup for garnish and set 
this aside. Sprinkle the flour over the vegetables in 
the pan and stir several times, so that they are 
coated, and slowly add in the stock. Keep on 
stirring to make sure all the flour is dissolved. 
Bring to the boil and then turn to a slow simmer. 
Take the whole mushroom and stick the bay leaf 
to it with the help of the two cloves. Add it to the 
soup, as well as the parsley stems. Simmer for 
twenty minutes. Take out the whole mushroom, 
remove the bay leaf and the cloves and chop the 
mushroom in pieces, and return it to the soup. 
Puree the soup to a fine consistency. Taste. 

Stir in the heavy cream and warm the soup, but do 
no longer boil it. Taste again. Adjust seasonings to 
your liking. If you have it, a drop of sherry will do 
this soup good. 

Add in the remaining mushroom slices, garnish 
with some chopped parsley leaves and serve hot.

volunteers next year. 

On the 17th of September 1944, 10,000 parachutists 
landed in The Netherlands, it was the beginning of 
the liberation of the Netherlands. 

In Europe there is a liberation route that, if you so 
desire, can follow. It starts in Great Britain and 
finishes in Poland. There is also a 3-day car route, 
which starts in England, goes to Normandy and then 
to the Ardennes. The costs are €729 pp. 

There are also small routes that one can follow in the 
Netherlands and you can start these at any point that 
suits you.

This complete liberation route passes more than 80 
important places and it is very well sign posted. You 
can even cycle the route. 

I will include my memorial speech here for anyone 
who was not able to attend this year's Memorial

Service and I sincerely hope to see many more 
attendees next year. 

"In Australia, we are living in a very lucky and 
beautiful country. Today we are here to remember 
and reflect upon the lives of people who have served, 
fought and died protecting our freedom. Our 
democratic right and freedom are based upon values 
of dignity, fair treatment and equality and these rights 
are protected through our constitution and deeply 
ingrained in our Aussie culture. 

Our rights to freedom of expression, association, 
assembly, communication and religion are highly 
valued, but this is not so around the world. 

The Washington Post has listed seventeen countries 
to be in extreme turmoil. I will just talk about a few 
of these countries. Iraq is probably the most 
dangerous country to live in. 200 people on average 
are killed there every month. Bombings and killings 
have become pretty much daily events. The Iraqi 
Government was to have ushered in a political era of 
inclusion and reconciliation between Sunnis and 
Shiites. 

This inclusiveness has never effectively materialized 
plus the infiltration by A1 Quada has made the 
country very volatile once again. 

In a three year conflict in Syria more than 150,000 
people have been killed, of which 7000 are children. 
There are more than 2 and a 1/2 million refugees, 1 
million of these have gone to the city of Tripoli in 
Lebanon.

and in the Azrag a camp is being built in the middle 
of the Jordanian desert to house 130,000 refugees. 
Others are going to neighboring countries and some 
to European countries. Almost l/3rd of the population 
is displaced. It is the largest humanitarian operation in 
history. 

Only a few weeks ago a Dutch priest Frans van der 
Lugt was shot by a masked gunman in Homs. Dutch 
Foreign Affairs minister Frans Timmermans mourned 
the priest on his face-book page and I quote: "The 
man that's brought nothing but good in Homs, who

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became a Syrian among Syrians and refused to leave 
his people in the lurch, even when things became life- 
threatening, has been murdered in a cowardly 
manner." 

In the Central Africa Republic another genocide is 
looming. 

Egypt is still in turmoil, about a month ago the 
Military government of Egypt has incarcerated our 
award winning Australian journalist and 
correspondent Peter Geste for allegedly holding 
illegal meetings with the Muslim Brotherhood. He 
was only doing his job!! 

So what is the meaning of freedom? 

I find it very difficult to make sense of these shocking 
events and atrocities. And what does this turmoil, 
trauma and tragedy mean for freedom here in 
Australia? 

In the past Australia attempted to shut out the troubles 
of the world through a policy of exclusion. 

But promoting a culture based on fear, discrimination 
and intolerance is today unacceptable. 

Australia has long since moved on in favour of 
building a culture of inclusion through 
multiculturalism. 

Multiculturalism has enriched our Australian culture, 
creating great diversity and prosperity in our lives. 

Its success is dependent on mutual respect and our 
ability to accept different people, ideas and beliefs. 
Australians can be very proud of our great nation, 
because finding harmony and balance is challenging 
and at times hard work. 

What we have achieved is very special and we need to 
be mindful not to become complacent. 

Solving the problems of the world is highly complex, 
and mostly beyond our individual means. But I do 
hope that we can be good citizens who choose not to 
promote fear and discrimination and rather choose to 
encourage acceptance and tolerance in our growing 
community. 

I hope we can instil the value of mutual respect in our 
children and our community, so we can celebrate our 
similarities and our differences and value the 
contribution that we can all make to society. 

Australia is a special place of freedom and peaceful 
solace in the world and I hope that we continue to 
cherish and protect what we have. 

I will conclude with a few lines of an Australian song 
written by Bruce Woodley and Dobe Newton.... 

We are One, but we are many 
And from all the lands on Earth we come 
We share a dream and sing with one voice 
I am, you are, we are Australian

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The Tourist city of Alkmaar 


Alkmaar is a municipality and a city in province of Noord 
Holland. 

For international tourists it is a very popular cultural destination. 
Alkmaar is well kn own for its traditional weekly cheese 
Markets. That is the reason that the inhabitants of Alkmaar are 
Flag and Coat of Arms sometimes called "cheeseheads" ( kaaskoppen in Dutch). 

But Alkmaar has more to offer than just cheese: from its monumental Grote Kerk (Great Church) to the 
only Beatles museum in the Netherlands, it also has a National Beer Museum and a Dutch Stove Museum. 
The population of Alkmaar is close to 100,000 people. 

History 

The earliest mention of the name Alkmaar is in a 10th-century document. As the village grew into a town, 
it was granted city rights in 1254. The oldest part of Alkmaar lies on an ancient sand bank that afforded 
some protection from the sea during medieval times. Even so, it is only a couple of metres above the 
surrounding region, which consists of some of the oldest polders in existence. 

In 1573 the city successfully withstood a siege by Spanish forces under the leadership of Fernando Alvarez 
de Toledo, 3rd Duke of Alba. It was a turning point in the Eighty Years War and gave rise to the 
expression: "Bij Alkmaar begint de victorie" (Victory begins at Alkmaar). The event is still celebrated 
every year in Alkmaar on October 8, the day the siege ended. 

In 1799, during the French revolutionary wars, an Anglo-Russian expeditionary force captured the city but 
was ultimately defeated in the Battle of Castricum. The French victory was commemorated on the Arc de 
Triomphe in Paris as Alkmaer. 

The North Holland Canal, opened in 1824, was dug through Alkmaar. In 1865 and 1867 the railways 
between Alkmaar and Den Helder and between Alkmaar and Haarlem were built respectively. 

In the second half of the 20th century, Alkmaar expanded quickly with the development of new 
neighbourhoods. On October 1, 1972, the town of Ouddorp and the southern portions of Koedijk and Sint 
Pancras were added to the municipality of Alkmaar. 

Alkmaar has many medieval buildings that are still intact, most notably the tall tower of the Grote or Sint- 
Laurenskerk, where many people celebrate their wedding ceremony.

The other main attraction, especially in the summer months, is Alkmaar's cheese market at the Waagplein, 
one of the country's most popular tourist attractions. 

The cheese market traditionally takes place on the first Friday in April and the last market of the season is 
the first Friday in September. Every Friday morning (10.00-12.30 a.m.) the Waagplein is the backdrop for 
this traditional cheese market. After the old-fashioned way of the hand clap, traders and carriers will weigh 
the cheeses. It is one of only four traditional Dutch cheese markets still in existence. The traditional fare of 
this cheese market is that those cheeses are made in the local area, as opposed to the well-known brands of 
Dutch cheeses, i.e. Edam cheese and Gouda cheese. It is not actually possible to buy cheese at the market 
itself, which is really only a demonstration of how this merchants' market operated in times gone by. 
However, the demonstration, which takes place in front of the medieval weighing house, is surrounded by 
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Sidewalk Cafe's, Boat trips through the canals and the picturesque town hall in the main street 


many specialized stalls where it is possible to buy all kinds of cheese (and non-cheese) related products. 
The Waag is also home to the local tourist office and a cheese museum. Alkmaar has 399 registered 
rijksmonuments, of which most are situated along the city's old canals. A red light district is situated at the 
Achterdam and Alkmaar has a nightlife scene as well which takes place in the pubs in front of the 
cheesemarket. 

The Leeuwenburg. 

If you stand on the stone bridge at the Mient street and have a look at the houses, you will 
see the Leeuwenburg (roughly translated "Lion-castle"). The Leeuwenburg was re-built in 
1707 by Mr Leeuwenburg, the two lions in the gable refer to his name. Mr Leeuwenburg 
had some problems with the city of Alkmaar, he thought he had to wait too long for his 
building license and the city architect even changed several things in the blue prints. 

Mr Leeuwenburg showed his irritation by positioning the two lions with their behinds 
facing the coat of arms of Alkmaar! 


The old fish markets 


The old fish Markets 

Fish were sold here at the Visbank until 1998. The columns (first wood, later 
stone) were replaced with cast-iron pillars. The fish were sold on the stone 
tables, usually after being kept fresh in baskets in the canal behind the stall. 

The door gave access to the canal, which was also used to transport the fish: 
similar fish stalls in other old towns also back onto a canal. The pump dates 
from 1785 and was renewed in 1882. Another typical feature of these fish 
stalls are the copper grilles on the drains: the salt (used to preserve fish) 
would corrode iron grilles. So, whenever you are in Alkmaar I do 
recommend to visit the Visbank and just sit on the bridge over the canal and 
look at the beautiful building and imagine you are part of the thrilling vibe of 
the fish market. 

Another good tip is to end this visit with a refreshing cold beer or wine on one of the many terraces of the 
many restaurants and bars facing the canal. One of my favorites is the cafe/restaurant ‘Buren’ just near the 
Visbank itself. Enjoy! 

The Great Saint Lawrence Church 

This church was built between 1470 and 1520 in the 
Brabant Gothic style. The inside of the church is 
fascinating: the richly decorated wooden vault with the 
Final Judgement, a beautiful painting from Comelis 
Buys above the choir area, remarkable gravestones and 
the tomb of count Floris V, two famous organs: the Van 
Covelens or Choir organ from 1511 and the magnificent 
Van Hagerbeer-Schnitger or Grand organ with the largest 
casing doors in the world - so this is really a must see 
sight! Nowadays this church is mainly used as a concert 
hall and exhibition space.

Mijn naam is Brenda Wubs, jullie nieuwste 
committee member en vrijwilliger tijdens de 
End of Month borrel. Sinds September 2012 
woon ik in de Swan Valley, net buiten Perth. 
Ik ben geboren en getogen in Onstwedde, 
een klein plaatsje in Zuid-Oost Groningen. 
Thuis werd ons geleerd om hard te werken, 
alles netjes bij te houden, en te genieten van 
het leven. 

Deze eigenschappen vallen mij nog steeds 
op bij zowel de jonge als de oudere 
nederlandse immigranten. 

Australie is een ontzettend mooi land, en ik 
heb, sinds ik hier in 1997 als backpacker 
terecht kwam, veel van het land gezien. In 
1999, nadat ik een ‘prospective spouse’ 
visum had gekregen, vond ik werk bij de 
goudmijn in Marvel Loch als Dumptruck 
operator. Dat viel niet altijd mee omdat mijn 
engels vrij slecht was en daarom had ik veel 
moeite met het Aussi accent, vooral de ‘two- 
way 4 radio system was een ‘challenge’. 

In 2001 verhuisde ik met mijn partner naar 
Victoria, waar we een hobby boerderijtje 
hadden gekocht met uitzicht op het 
Grampians Nationale Park. Ik had de 
bovenverdieping van ons huis ingericht als 
Bed and Breakfast, en ik voelde mij als 
gastvrouw in mijn element wanneer mijn 
gasten mij complimenten maakten over hoe 
gezellg en netjes ons huis en tuin waren. 


Ja' dat is zeker een Hollandse eigenschap 
waar ik ontzettend trots op ben, en iets wat 
ik mis in de Australische huizen. 

In 2002 werd onze oudste zoon Thomas 
geboren en in 2004 kwam Jasper. In 2006 
besloot ik om de Australische nationaliteit 
aan te nemen, voomamelijk vanwege het feit 
dat als er ooit iets mocht gebeuren, terwijl 
we aan het reizen zijn, wij als gezin bij de 
Australische ambassade aan kunnen kloppen.

Karijini 
National Park is adembenemend maar helaas 
ook ontzettend afgelegen; a heaven for men, 
a challenge for women. 

De relatie met mijn partner ging helaas niet 
goed, en met heel veel moeite heb ik 
uiteindelijk besloten om naar Perth te 
komen; gebrek aan accommodatie en de 
belachelijke hoge prijzen vanwege de mining 
industry in de Pilbara, maken het onmogelijk 
om als gescheiden vrouw met twee kinderen 
in de bush te wonen. 

Perth heeft mij de kans gegeven om weer 
positief in het leven te staan. Ik geniet samen 
met mijn lieve vriend Jason van de 
uitgebreide keuze aan restaurants, 
evenementen, skateparks (mijn jongens zijn 
obsessed) farmers markets, beach, en niet te 
vergeten de Dutch Club. Als je me in de club 
ziet, kom even naar me toe om je voor te 
stellen!
